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Low turn-out 
forces run-off

For the first time in RSC 
history the ASB elections 
will require a run-off vote for 
both the office of president 
and vice president. 

Only 326 ballots were cast 
out of the-~almost 30,000 
possible, making the voter 
turnout about three percent. 

Run-off elections are not 
that uncommon. They are 
simply the result of none of 
the candidates receiving a 
majority of votes. 

What makes it strange at 
RSC is that only one 
candidate for president and 
no one for vice president 
were on the ballot. Three out 
of the four candidates 
involved in the run-off are 
write-ins. 

Running unopposed for 
ASB president, Ray Car- 
mona failed to capture the 
required simple majority 
needed to be elected. Jennifer 
Davis, who was not even 
Jisted on the ballot, received 


enough write-in votes to 
force Carmona into a run-off 
election April 29 and 30. 

According to Beth Lewis, 
commissioner of rules and 
justice, no one had even 
bothered to file a petition and 
be listed on the ballot as the 
vice president possibility. 
Yet when the votes were 
counted last Monday there 
were 26 write-in hopefuls for 
that position. 

“That just astounded me,” 
Lewis said. “Not one of them 
filled out the petition and 
had their grades checked. 
That just astounded the 
whole committee (who 
watches over the elections).” 

The process of selecting 
the two vice presidential 
candidates may take a while, 
Lewis said. The top two vote 
getters will not be automa- 
tically put into the run-off. 

The top two will be looked 
at in terms of their grades, 
and then they will be 
contacted formally and

Schroeder puts 
women in place

The Women of Achieve- 
ment Awards Banquet last 
Friday night featured a 
speech by Congresswoman 
Pat Schroeder on “Women, 
The Economy and Public 
Policy.” 

Schroeder began her 
speech by saying, “I really 
think most people have 
absolutely no concept of the 
role of women in America.” 
She added that many 
people’s views of women 
consisted of going on cruises 
and sitting around swim- 
ming pools. 

She pointed out that there 
have been many women 
throughout our history who 
have contributed a great 
deal; but fail to be mentioned 


in the history books. “And 
that women participated in 
anything is the greatest 
secret known to man,” 
Schroeder said. 

She feels that women have 
regressed in the past few 
decades pointing out that in 
the 60’s there were 25 
congresswomen out of 435 
positions, and that today 
there are only 23 women. She 
said that women must “get 
out there and do it” for 
themselves. , 

To the question “Does 
electing women make a 
difference,’ she replied, 
“When they form a critical 
mass of 25%,” which has not 
been reached. 

After joining Congress in 


1972, Schroeder formed the *

Portland: 


money for nothing?

From Jan. 5 to Jan. 7a 16 
member team of administra- 
tions 
and staff members flew to 
Portland to look into 
Portland Community College’s 
multi-campus/single admi- 
nistration operations. 

The idea behind the trip 
was to find the faults and 
benefits of such a set-up and 
determine how to apply the 
findings into workable 
programs for RSC to use in 
the future. PCC was chosen 
due to their experience at 
running a multi-campus 
college. 

“Portland already has 
several campuses,” said Dr. 
Richard Sneed, the vice- 
president of academic affairs 
and leader of the trip, “and 
has experience with operating 
them for over 10 years.” 

The trip cost RSC just over 
$8,000, or about $500 per 
team member, including 
airfare, hotel rooms, meals, 
minor expenses and car 
rental. But Sneed found that 
it was money well spent. 

“We (RSC) will learn 
things on how to set up,” 
Sneed said, “that will save us 
more money then we spent 
on the trip.” 


Sneed said the other path 
would have been bringing a 
PCC team here, costing RSC 
the same amount of money. 

“When you get there and 
see it in practice, you see the 
weak spots as well as the 
good,” Sneed said. 

‘(The team) found 
interesting things,’ Sneed 
said. ‘‘Small cases of 
centralization and small 
decentralization.” 

Both Sneed and the official 
report.said centralization as 
a major point of tension at 
PCC and a possible problem. 
““We’re very sensitive toward 
that,” Sneed said. 

The information from the 
trip, Sneed said, would be put 
with the findings from the 
trip to Miami, then RSC 
would make decisions. 
“(From just the Portland 
trip) I didn’t feel we had 
enough information on 
several subjects,’ Sneed 
said. 

The team’s 46 page report 
covered everything from 
educational programs to 
bookstore operations. Sneed 
said the people did a good job 
in the short time they were 
there because “they knew 
what questions to ask.”

Statistics show that very 
few of the students enrolled 
at Rancho Santiago College 
will ever complete a degree. 

Some will move on to other 
campuses, some take only a 
few courses that suit their 
interests.

The major difference 
between those who achieve 
their educational goals and 
those who do not lies in the 
attitude with which they 
approach adult education. 

Achievers know what they 
want; they plan a definite 
course of action and they 
take responsibility for their 
own learing.

The RSC Art Gallery’s 
fifth exhibit of the 1985- 
1986 school year, “Correia 
and Schauer Synthesis: 
Glass and Light,” is inside 
out. 

The best work of the 
exhibit is outside of the 
gallery doors. Here Steven 
Corriea displays variety of 
his past works. Some of the 
best of these are “Stoppered 
Perfume Bottles” and 
“Paperweight Sculptures.” 
These two collections are 
together in the same case. 
“Concentric” is a work in 
what Correia calls Ruby 
Abstract Fraction. 
“Concentric” looks like two 
big juicy pieces of 
watermelon. There is a 
small glass case far to the 
left with a couple of 
beautiful pieces. Don’t 
overlook it. 

Inside the exhibit, 
Corriea and RSC graduate 
Steven Schauer 
colloborated on a collection 
of massive neon, plastic, 
glass and metal projects on 
loan from the Oliver- 
McMillan La Jolla Center.
